MORE FEBRUARY 29? 

If the calendar reformers, who 

abound in every civilized land, 
have their way, the good old cus- 
tom of injecting a day into the 
calendar now luid then to make 
up *'or diacrepcncies, and labeling 
it "February 29," will l»c aban 
doned following the settlement of 
Uie Kuro|M'aa war. 

When the big war broke out 
an International Cmigrcs* t<i r>- 
vise Uie calendar had just been 
called. Many pro|msala had been 
just made along the line of calen- 
dar reform, and several of the 
arger European governmenta ap- 
jirov.il some of the sidiemes lor 
sim plying the methods of reckon- 
ing days and mouths. 

If the caleiidnr is altered, and 
KtOBtiqa ia aure to Ottttot u|h.ii 
it iit'r the details of war settle- 
ment are ad j uated, it ia almost 
certain that the years will lie di- 
vided uit<> thirteen months, of 
four weeks each. The odd days 
will be tacked on at the end, : t 
la believed, to form some sort o f 
a world holiday. 

There are many objection! to 
Uie present plan of some mouths | 
containing thirty days, others 
thirty one, and one fluctuating. It 
la a source of orror and annoy - 
an ", bcsidi-s much wast,- of tunc 
in consulting the printed calendar 
every tune one n.ssla to lie cer- 
tain of hia days, weeks and 
months. tMot the thirteen 
ni-iiith plan every week and raontl 
starU wiUi a Sunday, and every 
iday oomes either on Monday 
or \Vednes<lay. 

The Bureau of Commerr« of 
Uie I'nited State* haa officially 
inaogniiod the BOOd for a change 
in the calendar, ajid lias indorsed 
Uie thirt4«en - month proposal. 
Nu it/erUjid and (Jreat Britain 
Inn.- also leaned strongly toward 
lOVMion of our inetlnsl of r»rkon- 
ing the W'-eks and uinutlia of the 
year. 

It waa Julius Caaear who fixed 
th. v.iar u-iir at days and »i 
bo . Thai almost |km feet ar 
raiigcheut dates back to 4."i M. ('., 
and provaibsl g nerally through- 
out the Ch r;M :a ii world until the 
time i if Pom Cn gory XIII. The 
Julian calendar was defective in 
this particular, 

Con-tut. -d oi ilti.'i days, 5 hoiira 
enterprising „ l(1 4., Illinill< ., instead of :ki.') 
day* and ti hours. At the time 
of Gregory this different a- 
mounte.1 t»> ten daya. To elimi- 
nate th( difference, Gregory or- 
dained, iu I;V2, that that particu- 
lar year should constat- of 2ti'> 
days only, October i becoming 
Ootobor Lfi And to prevent fur- 
ther itlfnlotilf it wa» deter- 
mined that a vivar beginning a 
eiitury nVmld uot be a leap year 
Mill the exception of Uiat begin 
uutg each fourth century. Thus 
1700, IMS) and l'.HSi WON not leap 
. -ars, but the year 'JUUO will have 
aa extra day- 

While this arrangement, which 
came down tii rough the centuriea, 
l as supplied us with CJileiidars 
that are fairly accurate, the need* 
<>f the people* of all countries 
have not been met. Sonic comi- 
t rie* never adopted the new 
style of l'ojie tire gory, the Mo- 
h.iinmedans, having clung to their 
own calendar. Uie Hebrews U) 
their methosi of figuring the years 
and there ia a wide variation «- 
uiong Uiese varkiiis tables of 
father time. 

Whether we will have a brand 
new calendar when the next leap 
year Mimes Monad remains for 
pOVORUMOte to dpoidl, If we d<i 
not have a F.-bruary 2!> tBOB* 
whose birthdays fall on that clu 
sive «lnte will eompnte their birth" 
day* aa falling 011 March 1. The 
aiuiivcrsar.es of the ttth, Wll 
and :tlst of other months will nl 
so have to be changed. Other 
oontooiono an' bomd U» arise 
t'nmi Uie adoption of a new cal- 
endar. Whether these would be 
offset or indeed put in the shade 
by tlie advantages of a new 
schedule ol BK W t U O is the subject 
which iti OOOnpy ng the minds to 
many thinkers.
